lielpless in Electric’ Light Globe They 
Were Aided by a Man and a Boy. 


About 7:30 yesterday evening two spar- 
rows took refuge in an electric light globe 
at One Hundred and Sixty-first Street and 
Third Avenue, and when the current was 


turned on they, blinded by the light, made

CHICAGO, April 20.—Reports have been 
received from correspondents in nine Stater 
concerning the advance in the price of 
meats and provisions and the dealers’ opin- 
ion as to the cause.

BALTIMORE BUTCHERS’ PLAN. 


Association Will Buy Dressed Beef Di- 
rect from Southwestern Dealers 
Instead of from Trust. 

Speciai to The New. York Times. 
BALTIMORE, Md., April 20.—Officers of 
the newly-formed Butchers’ and Retail 
Meat Dealers’ Association of Baltimore, 
organized to fight the Beef Trust, say that 
they have begun active operations against 
the trust by ordering smooth cattle direct 
from Kansas City and other points in the 
Southwest, which upon arrival will be sold 
at cost price to the members of the asso- 


ciation. Charles H. Brunier, Treasurer of 
the association, said: 

“If we ean buy our cattle from the deal- 
ers as cheap as the combine, which we will 
show we can do, why should we. buy 
dressed beef from it? We can buy our- 
selves und sell to the butchers who are 
connected with the association at a fig- 
ure which will enable them to make at 
least $1 on the 100 pounds more than they 
make now. The dealers will also benefit 
by this mode of transaction, as they will 
be enabled by membership in the associa- 
tion to buy beef cheaper than they can 
from the combine. 

This is the plan that branches of the 
National Butchers and Retail Meat Dealers’ 
Association will adopt in other cities as 
well as in Baltimore. At a meeting to be 
held to-morrow night it is expected that 
nearly all the butchers of Baltimore will 
be enrolled.

RETAIL BUTCHERS ORGANIZE. 


Orange Dealers Plan an Association 
Against Rising Prices.

ORANGE, N. J., April 20.—The retail 
butchers of this city are preparing to make 
a fight against the Beef Trust, and to that 
end are taking steps to form a protective 


association to combat the rise in the whole- 
sale price of meats. 

James R. Stewart is at the head of the 
movement and he is assisted by a commit- 
tee, consisting of John Ackerman, Albert 
Varndell, H. 8. Johnson, Orville Freeman, 
and William Rockefellow. The association 
has a membership of about thirty. 


REFUSE TO BOYCOTT BEEF. 


Central Federated Union Tables the 
Resolution by Narrow Vote. 


The Central Federated Union came to the 
conclusion by a narrow majority yesterday 
that hard-working men require meat to 
keep in condition for work, Beef Trust or 
no Beef Trust. This conclusion was reached 
after a debate, lasting over an hour, to the 
disgust of a number of delegates who were 
prepared to make the sacrifice of abstain- 


ing from beef and mutton for a month in 
order to scare the Beef Trust into reducing 
its prices. 

The subject was brought up under the 
head of ** new business " by Herman Robin- 
son, the Financial Secretary, who submitted 
the following preamble and resolution: 

Whereas, The recent extortione of the meat 
monopoly, known as the Beef Trust, have 
worked untold hardship on the toiling masses, 
and 

Whereas, Such oppressive methods by a mon- 
strous combination of capitalists justify retalia- 
tion from the working people by the simplest 
and most effective means; 

Resolved, That the Central Federated Union 
recommends to the wage earners that they re- 
frain from buying or eating beef or mutton 
for thirty days, beginning May 1, 1902 

Just before the resolution was introduced 
the Committee on Outside Communications 
reported that a letter had been received, 
containing a resolution on the subject 
which the committee recommended should 
not be read, on the ground that the writer 
treated the subject in a farcical way. This 
recommendation was concurred in. 

Secretary Robinson, in’ submitting his 
resolution, said that, if working people at 
large were compelled to pay the present 
high prices, many of them would eventu- 
ally have to abstain from beef and mutton 
anyway. It was just as easy, therefore, to 
punish the trust by abstaining from beef 
and mutton altogether. 

Delegrate Kelly of the Theatrical Pro- 
tective Unjon moved that the resolution be 
adopted, and a haif a dozen delegates 
jumped up to second it. Before Keily had 
time to say anything more, Morris Brown, 
delegate of Cigarmakers' Union No. 144, 
was on his feet to oppose it. 

“TI want to ask Delegate Robinson if he 
means to abstain from eating meat for a 
month himself,” he said. 

‘ Certainly,’”’ replied Robinson. 

Robinson is slight, but wiry in build, 
while Brown is portly in figure. 

“It may be le,’ the latter said, 
“that Mr. Robinson may be able to do 
without meat for a month, but mechanics 
who work with sledge hammers and toil 
in the bowajs of the earth have to be meat 
eaters. They cannot ‘take the chance of 
breaking down through poor food. Anyway, 
this resolution puts this body in a ridicu- 
lous light, and I don't believe in passing 
such resolutions.” 

Brown concluded that the best way of

He said that it would not be a great sacri- 
fice for people to refrain from beef or mut- 
ton for a month. 

“I was in the mining districts,’’ he said, 
‘and found miners subsisting on rye bread, 
beans, and coffee." 

Delegate Wolff said tHat if the people 
refrained from eating beef or mutton for a 
month, the trust would simply put the meat 
in cold storege and trot it out for sale at 
the end of the month. 

**You can’t beat the trust,”” he added. 

The resolution was finally tabled by a 
small majority. After the meeting C. B. 
Rose of the International Brotherhood of 
Biacksmiths confessed to the authorship of 
the letter Which the Committee on Outside 
Communications decided should not be read. 
It was principally to the effect, he said, 
that if people abstained from meat and con- 
sumed poultry and fish instead those com- 
modities would also rise in price. 

The delegate of the Smoking Pipe Mak- 
ers’ Union reported that it had made a de- 
mand for the nine-hour workday, to go 
into effect May 1, and that strikes would 
be necessary to enforce it. The demand 
was indorsed. 

A letter from the Jewelers’ Union, stat- 
ing that a firm which it named was bring- 
ing a number of people from Austria to 
this city to work on bent wood furniture 
in violation of the contract labor law, 
was read. The men were on their way over 
here, the letter said, in charge of an agent 
of the firm. It was decided to send the 
letter to the immigration authorities. 

The delegate of the Pipe Calkers com- 
plained that a contracting firm which was 
laying water pipes for the city was em- 
ploying alien labor. It was resolved to 
send a committee to Mayor Low with the 
complaint, supplemented with affidavits 
by the delegate. 

Samuel Donnelly of Typographical Union 
No. 6 made a report on behalf of a com- 
mittee sent to Washington to see Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and others in the \interest 
of the salary bill of the New York letter 
carriers. The report stated that the Presi- 
dent had modified his order, forbidding 
Jovernment employes to approach Con- 
gressmen in reference to bills for an in- 
crease of salary. 

‘* President Rooseveit,"’ he said, ‘‘ gave us 
a very satisfactory interview, and said he 
was in favor of better pay for the letter 
carriers, and said he would try to get the 
bill out of committee. Chairman Loud of 
the Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads told us frankly that he was against 
the bill. Letter carriers, he sald, were not 
producers. More pay to them meant a lar- 
ger budget, and more drops of sweat from 
the hard-working mechanics.”’ 

Delegate Donnelly concluded by saying 
that, while Mr. Loud was very unflinching, 
h» was patient and courteous, and the 
@ mrmittee had hopes of bringing him

Donnelly also stated that he had seen 
Mayor's Marshal Brown regarding the com- 
plaints of the hackmen that the city ordi- 
nances did not protect them. arshal 
Brown told him that the city ordinances 
on the subject were very conflicting.

CLARA MORRIS TELLS 
OF STAGE LIFE’S TRIALS 


Monotony the Dreadful Drawback 
of the Profession. 


The Actress’s Taste for Domesticity— 
Some Practical Advice to the 
Novice with Illusions. 


Wallack’s Theatre was one great stage 
last evening. On it were gathered many 
of New York’s prominent actors, who, 
throwing off their daily rdles, assumed 
that of hearers, and listened to Miss Clara 
Morris. For almost two hours the latter 
stood in front of the footlights and chatted 
with her friends of the experiences of 
bygone years. The artists and literary peo- 
ple present, who had not been initiated 
into the privacy of life behind the scenes, 
caught nice bits of color and enjoyed the 
chat as much as anyone else. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock, Miss Clara Mor- 
ris was led on the stage by Mark Twain, 
who by way of preface said: 

*“‘I was born by accident, and by fortu- 
nate accident the person who was to have 
introduced Clara Morris did not arrive. 
Everybody knows I'm well qualified to 
make an introduction, and jf Il had had 
time to know what I want to say, I should 
say it. But as it is I can’t pay any com- 


pliments—in fact, it is not necessary, since 
Miss Morris's whole life has been her com- 
pliment.” 

“It would be carrying coals to Newcastle 
to attempt to tell this audience anything 
new about stage life,"’ said Miss Morris. 
** However, each one retains individual im- 
pressions, and I am going to tell of those 
which rest to me, Perhaps they may be of 
some use to the young women who are just 
entering, or are just about to ertter, this 
wondertul profession of which all are eager 
to know and yet—alas—know so little. Per- 
haps I may even arrest some of the dear, 
Stage-struck things before they take the 
final leap. 

“These young women are of two kinds— 
the stage-struck girl and the irl who 
wants to go on the stage. As for the first— 
that is simply a natural craving for excite- 
ment, The every-day life has begun to 
grow dull and weary. She has in her poor 
brain the picture of the leading lady, 
dressed in silks and laces, falling into the 
arms of the leading man, thinks that is the 
stage, and says, ‘I'll die if I don't go on 
it. For her malady there’s a cure, be- 
cause it is simply a passing fancy, and 
soon she realizes that life itself affords her 
ample opportunity to act nobly and even 
well by simply playing the part of the by- 
stander to the theatre stage, which is so 
little a part of it. 

“ But for the girl who wants to go on 
the stage there is absolutely no cure. The 
counsel of mother and family has no ef- 
fect. She is drawn; she must go. She 
knows every word of Jullfet’s, and will 
willingly don cap and apron to get to say 
on the stage: ‘Master went out an hour 
ago.’ It is useless for the mother to trump 
up false fears about the danger of stage 
life. The girl knows the difference be- 
tween right and wrong, and if she can’t 
choose the right on the stage, she can’t go 
safely to the public library alone. 

“The unprotected woman is always 
tempted on and off the stage. Though man 
demands a high standard for women, he 
is ever ready to tempt her. Though it is 
by her prayers that he gets to heaven, if 
he goes at all, yet he tempts another's 
daughter and sister and leads them to 
despair and sorrow and death. For that 
man the stake is not painful enough. 

‘Had I a daughter, I would advise her 
to stay off the stage, because I know too 
much of its trials, Still, if she persisted, I 
would sénd her in saying: ‘‘Go; begin at 
the bottom and climb as high as breath 
and brains will let you.’ 

‘*I speak the truth when I say of this 
profession of reward to the few that its 
dreadful drawback is its monotony. The 
novice doubts this. [{ have had times when 
1 would rather have died than stand In the 
passageway, awaiting my cue to enter and 
say for the hundredth time the same words 
to the same man in the same way. Yet 
the young outsider says it is so deliciously 
exciting! Let her wait until she knows 
the exact moment when the leading man 
will in his false frenzy study his finger- 
nails to hide his emotion. 

‘Let her wait until she has seen for the 
hundredth time the villain in the same pos- 
ture, watching for his cue, and at the 
same time twirling his mustache before 
rushing upon the stage to break up a hap- 
py home. Why, do you know the very cur- 
tain music will be played so often that you 
go nearly mad and wonder why there isn’t 
some law to have it stopped. 

“I suppose one of the hardest things for 
the young actress to do is to learn her 
limitations, and then cultivate those tal- 
ents which she has. It is invariably the 
case that the good comedy man thinks he 
would make the best Julius Caesar that 
ever happened. We are always craving to 
play that for which we're absolutely un- 
fitted. Though I[ always played tragedy, it 
was my ambition to play comedy. This 
trait of actors often has its pathetic side, 
and ends in their professional ruin when 
they won't conform themselves to their 
limits. 

“There is one subject of which I must 
speak. Critics of the theatre always say 
that we lose our taste for domesticity. I 
acknowledge that there are women who 
have but one interest In life—that of talk- 
ing shop, those who will go to other thea- 
tres on days off. These women are unwise. 
At forty they will be no longer good-look- 
ing, and at fifty they will be old. 

‘But there are women who take an in- 
terest in music, who read, who sew. These 
rush home when the curtain falls, and there 
they cultivate their talent in keeping and 
cherishing their sweetest illusions of life. 
There are even women who, successful on 
the stage, have left it in order to gain 
this seclusion of home. Mary Anderson 
exchanged the sceptre for the wedding 
ring, as did Julia thur. I don't mention 
these women simply because they make 
such lovely illustrations. 

ie Ameng the many hardships of the pro- 
fession is that technically known as 
‘changing the bill.’ That sounds simple and 
easy to do, but I have known actors who 
have lost their life rather than do it. Often 
we have to go on the scene when we know 
that the life of some one dear to us is ebb- 
ing away. 

“This profession teaches us ability to act 
under fire, and often gives us amusing rec- 
ollections in doing so. I remember when I 
was playing Camille vears and years and 
years ago. It was in the first scene. where 
Camille holds a flower, while Armand 
speaks vows of softest love. It is the 
thread of the play. When I came to that 
part of the play one night, I found that the 
flower was missing. Though I continued 
my lines, I began a still hunt for a flower. 
I couldn't get one, but fortunately saw a 
piece of celery on the dinner table. I fold- 
ed it and pinned it on my breast. When Tf 
gave it to Armand he said, ‘It is a cold. 
scentless flower. It is a strange flower.’ 
I agreed with him. 

“All jesting aside. acting is a beautiful 
art. To me it is like a stately temple set 
on a hill, its pillars glistening in the light 
of a rosy sunset. Within that temple is 
an altar around which serve a little band 
of great ones whose lips have been touched 
by the living fires of genius. Many faces 
are set toward this temple. Its outer court 
{s not too difficult to reach. May the wo- 
man who aspires to attain it make one 
vow—to lay on the altar of her art a 
stainless life.”’

Police Unable to Connect Romei with

—Another Possible Clue. 


Vincenzo Romei, the Italian shoemaker,

raga behind the bar. Policeman Gunnison 
of the East One Hundred and Fourth 
Street Station, who passed at 12:30, saw 
nobody and nothing at all suspicious, These 
facts, the detectives think, fix the time o* 
the murder, and they think also that more 
than one man was engaged in it. 

The detectives say further that a month 
ago a stout, thickset man with a red mus- 
tache, whose name they decline to give, 
but who is known in the neighborhood as a 
tough character, entered raga’s saloon 
and telling the proprietor that he was a 
detective, ordered him to put on his coat 
and follow him. Traga went to put on his 
coat, but in doing so called to a friend 
who was asleep in a room back of the 
saloon. Whereupon the enpecess detect- 
ive made off. The fellow, it is said, had 
his hand in his hip pocket when he imper- 
sonated the officer. This is supposed to 
furnish a possible clue.

STEEL COMPANY’S NEW PLANTS 


$15,000,000 of the Bond Issue to be Ex- 
pended Near Pittsburg and Lorain. 


PITTSBURG, April 20.—One of the most 
important features of the new bond issue 
of the United States Steel Corporation for 
Pittsburg is the determination to build the 
long-proposed plant of the American Bridge 
Company at Economy, eighteen miles be- 
low this city, at a cost of between $2,300,000 
and $3,000,000. Work has already been 
started on the grading of the site and de- 
tailed plans have been completed. 

As soon as the bond issue is assured, it 
is the intention to start work on the great- 
est bridge plant in the world this Summer 
and push it rapidly to completion. The 
capacity of the works will be between 


150,000 and 200,000 tons a year, and be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 men will be em- 


plozes. 

The works will extend for three-fourths 
of a mile along the Ohio River and will be 
so built in duplicate departments that half 
the capacity may be shut down without im- 
pairing the economical management of the 
works. The proposed great eye-bar plant, 
to cost over $100.000 alone, will be started 
first, and it is expected to be in operation 
by Aug. 1. 

It is the intention to concentrate all of 
the Pittsburg plants at mommony. includ- 
ing the Shiffler, Keystone, Pittsburg, and 
Shultz works. 

The proposed tube works at Lorain will 
take between $10,000,000 and $12,000,000 of 
the new issue, and the bri works will 
round the total sum out to $15,000,000,

Clement A. Griscom Gives De- 
tails of the Consolidation. 


Negotiations Have Been Completed— 
Capitalization of $200,000,000— 
Daily Departures from New 


York Proposed. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 20.—Clement .A. 
Griscom, President of the International 
Navigation Company, one of the five trans- 
atlantic steamship companies which have 
been merged under the direction of J. Pp, 
Morgan, to-day talked freely concerning 
the consolidation, its purposes: and prob- 
Able effects. ‘Mr. Griscom said he was un- 
able to speak definitely regarding the 
financial plan, as that was a matter for 
the consideration of Mr. Morgan and his 
partners which will perhaps be decided 
upon within the next two weeks. in any 
event, President Griscom said, the consol- 
idated companies would probably be in 


opération. under the new conditions within 
a few months. 

So far as the negotiations regarding the 
merger are concerned, they have been com- 
pleted. Agreements for a controlling in- 
terest in each of the various lines have 
been secured, and all that now remains to 
be accomplished is the organization of the 
holding, or parent, company. This mat- 
ter is now in the hands of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. and their lawyers. 

lt is possible, though by no means cer- 
tain, that the International Navigation 
Company, whose chartered powers are very 
broad, will be made the parent company. 
The question now under consideration 1s 
the desirability of this plan, as against the 
organization of an-entirely new company to 
control the operations of the combined 
steamship lines. The published statements 
as to the financial basis of the combine, Mr. 
Griscom said, were entirely speculative, as 
that detail had not as yet been completed. 

“The capitalization of the consolidated 
companies,’ said Mr. Griscom, ** will be in 
the neigh¥orhood of $200,000,000, which sum 
about represents the property absorbed. 
Working capital, of course, will be pro- 
vided, and the profits and reserve fund 
should enable us to build the necessary 
additions to our fleets. While control of 
the company will be held in this country, 
it will be a strictly international organiza- 
tion, fostering the various companies In 
cluded in the consolidation, preserving their 
autonomy, and respecting their national 
and local surroundings. 

“The object of the combination is to try 
to give better transatlantic service at a 
decreased cost. Heretofore the trade has 
been extravagantly conducted, and we pro- 
pose to operate more intelligently in the 
tuture. We expect in time to inaugurate

SHIP SUBSIDY BILL’S FATE. 


Probability that the House Wil! Let the 
Measure Lie Over Until the 
Next Session.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—There is pret- 
ty good reason for believing that even be- 
fore the announcement of the steamship 
consolidation the subsidy was very near to 
death, at least so far as this session of 
Congress is concerned. It has been resting 
comfortably in the Committee on Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries, whose Chair- 
man, Gen. Grosvenor, is strongly in favor 
of it, But its fate rests rather with the 
Speaker than with the committee, and Mr. 
Henderson has maintained the silence of 
the Sphinx ever since the two Senators 
from his State voted against the bill. The 
Speaker wants it to be understood that he 
ig non-committal on the subject, and is 
waiting to see what sort of bill comes out 
of Gen. Grosvenor's committee. He de- 
clines to say anything about the subject, 
and most members of Congress are as 
much in the dark as the public. 

But in a quarter which is very close to 
Mr. Henderson it is pointed out that there 
are about six appropriation bills still to 
pass the House; that it has been decided 
that the Omnibus Statehood bill, the Irri- 
gation bill, the bill codifying the immigra- 
tion laws, and several other important 
measures must be considered at this ses- 
sion; that the time remaining before ad- 
journment is comparatively short; and 
that in view of all this it is very unlikely 
that the Subsidy bill will come before the 
liouse. That all this furnishes the Speaker 
with sufficient reason for killing the Sub- 


| sidy bill, if he wants a pretext, is indubit- 
| able. 


The promulgation of this “tip” at 
this time is fairly plain evidence that the 
Speaker's attitude is unfriendly to the bill, 
and it corroborates the report which was 
current just after the Senate passed the 
bill, to the effect that the House would let 
the bill lie over until the next session, so 
as to avoid the raising of this inconvenient 
is:tie in the Mississippi Valley next Fall. 
The friends of the Subsidy bill themselves 
are not very anxious to court a campaign 
on the issue, in view of the feeling in the 
Central West, which was increased by the 
votes of Senators Allison, Dolliver, Spoon- 
er, and Quarles. It is considered pretty 
good tactics to let the bill sleep at least 
until the Congressional elections are over. 


HEAD OF STEAMSHIP COMBINE. 


President Baker of the Atlantic Trans- 
port Company Will Be Chosen, 
His Friends Say. 
Speciai to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Md., April 20.—President 
Bernard N. Baker of the Atlantic Trans- 
port Company declines at present to say 
whether he will be chosen President of the 
parent company, which will take charge 
of the big steamship combine, but his 
closest friends here who know of the lead- 
ing part he took in forming the organiza- 
tion, say that he will.’ All Mr. Baker would 
say in this connection is that the matter 
rested entirely with Mr. J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, and that officers of the company 
had not yet been chosen. In reply to a 
question as to what benefits the Atlantic 
Transport Company would receive from 
ithe holding company, Mr. Baker said: 

‘It will do away with all rate cutting, a 
practice which has prevailed to a great ex- 
tént. More convenient arrangements of 
sailings from different ports will also be 
an advantage. I want to say that there 
will be no advance in rates other than is 
controlled by the usual laws of supply and 
demand.” 

Asked whether he could give the terms 
on which the Atlantic Transport Line would 
be taken into the combination, he said they 
were still the subject of conference. It is 
understood that the stock will be taken in 
on a valuation of $300 to $325 a share. All 
the shareholders will be treated alike, Mr. 
Baker refusing to entertain any plan on 
other terms. Mr. Baker himself owns 
17,000 shares of the 30,000 of the Atlantic 
Transport Company. 


THE CAMPAIGN IN SAMAR. 


Gen. Smith, Who Has Disembarked at 
Manila, Says the Americans Acted 
with the Greatest Forbearance. 
MANILA, April 20.—The United States 
army transport Buford left here to-day for 
San Francisco, after having been de- 
tained in quarantine for five days. Gen. 
Jacob H. Smith, who was in command of 


the American forces in the Island of Samar 
at the time Major Waller of the Marine 
Corps is said to have executed natives of 
that island without trial, was to go home 
on the Buford, but has disembarked here. 

Orders have been received here from 
Washington that a court of inquiry into 
the general conduct of affairs in Samar be 
held. 

Gen. Smith claims that, to the best-of his 
belief, the officers and men of his com- 
mand in Samar had to face insurmountable 
difficulties; that the hardships they en- 
countered were almost unbearable, and that 
the treachery of the natives of the island 
is unequaled in the history of warfare. He 
says that the American soldiers acted, un- 
der the circumstances, with the greatest 
forbearance of any shown in the war in the 
Philippines. Campaigning in Samar is not 
a pleasure trip. but a stern reality, says 
Gen. Smith. He also. expresses doubt 
whether the troops of any nation in the 
world would or could’ have acted under the 
circumstances in Samar as well as did the 
Americans. 


GEN. BELL CONGRATULATED. 


MANILA, April 20.—Gen. Chaffee has for- 
warded to Gen. J. Franklin Bell the con- 
gratulations sent to the latter by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt upon the recent campaign 
in Batangas and Laguna Provinces. Gen. 
Chaffee forwarded the President's com- 


munication through Gen. Loyd Wheaton, 
and in an accompanying letter he expresses 
his great pleasure at the receipt of the 
President's congratulations. 

No American troops, says Gen. Chaffee, 
have before been charged with a task more 
difficult of accomplishment. So unique 
has been the situation in Batangas and 
Laguna that only a person thoroughly fa- 
miliar with it by actual contact can ap- 
preciate the conditions which have been 
met and overcome, or fairly determine what 
were the best methods to accomplish the 
objects in view, namely, the recognition 
of the sovereignty of the United States and 
the establishment of peace and order in 
the disturbed sections. 

Gen. Chaffee concludes by praising Gen. 
Bell's never-failing care of his troops, and 
his encouragement of them in their labors. 


MANY FILIPINOS SURRENDER. 

MANILA, April 20.—Surrenders to the 
American authorities of small parties of 
insurgents are reported daily, and these 
have increased since the recent surrender 
of Gen: Malvar. 

Gen. Rufino, with 26 officers and 375 
men, has surrender to the native constab- 
ulary in the Province of Misamis, in Min- 
danao, where the constabulary are co-oper- 
ating with the military. 


SICKNESS AT GROTON SCHOOL.

SENATE AND CUBAN BILL 


Still a Matter of Guesswork What 
Will Be Done. 


Belief that Senate Will Pass Measure 
Increasing Tariff Reduction and 
Striking Out Time Limit. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.—What 
the Senate will do with the Cuban relief 
measure is still a matter of guesswork. 
The guess which seems to have the strong- 
est support is that the Senate will pass 
the House bill, making only two changes— 
one increasing the tariff reduction, the 
other striking out the time limit. Those 
who take kindly to this guess reason that 
the Republicans would have to go into the 
campaign next Fall in a decidedly apolo- 
getic way if they should have refused to 
stand by the action of the House in de- 
priving the Sugar Trust of the benefit it 
enjoys in the differential on refined sugar. 

A number of Republican Senators who 
were seen to-day expressed themselves as 
in favor of leaving the differential clause 
in the House bill. They said it would be 
extremely bad politics to cut out that 
clause. Some of them-said the Sugar Trust 
would not suffer through the abolition of 
the differential anywhere near so much 
as the beet sugar people; in their view 
Oxnard would be hurt far more than Heve- 
meyer. 

There seems to be no doubt that the beet 
sugar men’s purpose in attaching the dif- 
ferential amendment to the Ways and Means 
Committee's bill was to kill the bill. Their 
expectation was that the Senate would 
strike out the amendment, and that then a 
dead-lock would come about between the 
two houses, the Senate standing tirm for 
maintaining the differential and the House 
standing equally firm for abolishing it. 
The dead-lock, they believed, would not be 
broken, so that Congress would adjourn 
without effecting any Cuban legislation. 

The beet sugar men seem to realize that 
they have made a blunder. The more they 
hear of the attitude of individual Senators 
the greater their fear that the Senate 


will follow thé lead of the House and bring 
about the enactment of a law vastly more 
injurious to their interests than the legis- 
lation Mr. Payne proposed would have 
been. It is believed pretty generally that 
the beet sugar men would be delighte 
if they could have the opportunity to mak 
a dicker with the Senate, the terms of 
which would be the restoration in the Sen- 
ate of the House mill to its original form 
and the prompt acceptance of the Senate's 
action by the united vote of the Repub- 
licans of the House, 

A report is current that Mr. Tawney 
has found out by canvassing the Senate 
that fifteen Democratic Senators are op- 
posed to doing anything for the relief of 
Cuba. The report does not find much cre- 
dence, because it is held that the minority 
of the Senate has more political sense than 
to destroy the fruit of the great Democratic 
victory won in the House. Should fifteen 
Democratic Senators by their votes pre- 
vent the passage of the Cuban bill it is 
argued they would do their party immeas- 
urable harm. The commonly accepted 
theory is that nothing could be sillier than 
for the minority in the Senate to fail to 
stand firm in support of the measure which 
came to them from their brethren at the 
other end of the Capitol. 

The supposition that the bill may be 
“put to sleep "’ by the committee to whicii 
it has been referred does not seem to many 
persons to be probable. In the first place, 
there are some strong friends of Cuba in 
the committee. In the next place, it is be- 
lieved the Republican members, excepting 
those who are bound to the beet sugar peo- 

le, will feel that it would be extremeiy 

ad politics not to report the bill favora- 

bly; in the third place, there is ground 
for assuming that a majority of the Demo- 
cratic members of the committee will not 
<~ uaae to allow the bill to be pigeon- 
oled. 


ARRIVAL OF BUYERS.

THIS WEEK IN WASHINGTON. 


Senate to Take Up River and Harbor 
Bill and Then Philippine Measure 
—House Programme. 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—The Senate 
will begin the week by taking up the Ri¥er 
and Harbor Appropriation bill to-morrow, 
and when that measure is disposed of will 
resume consideration of the Philippine 
Government bill. It is not expected that 
much time will be required to get the 


River and Harbor bill through the Senate, 
as it is generally approved by Senators. 
Senator Frye, Chairman of the Committee 
on Commerce, who has charge of the bill, 
to-day expressed the opinion that there 
would be no debate on the bill and that it 
would pass as soon as it could be read. 

It is now understood that Senator Raw- 
lins, senior Democratic member of 
Senate Committee on the Philippines, will 
lead off in the speechmaking in _ opposi- 
tion to the Philippine bill, to be followed 
by other members of the committee and 
other Democratic Senators. The opinion 
is expressed that the bill will be before 
the Senete for at least three weeks. 

The early part of the coming week in 
the House of Representatives will be de- 
voted to routine business, with a ‘prospect 
that some important general legislation 
may be taken up during the latter part of 
the week. To-morrow will be devoted to 
District of Columbia business, Tuesday to 
war claims, and Wednesday to the Oleo- 
margine bill, which was amended by the 
Senate. 

During the remaining days of the week 
it is practically settled that the Anti-An- 
archist bill of Chairman Ray of the Judi- 
Ciary Committee will be considered. The 
measure is much more stringent than the 
Anarchist bill passed by the Senate. Plans 
also are on foot for considering the Omni- 
bus Public Building bill during the latter 
days of the week. This measure has not 
yet been reported from the House Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds, 
but it probably will be completed early 
next week so that it can be taken up later 
in the week. 

Beyond this no exact programme has 
been arranged. Two appropriation bills, 
the Agricultural and Naval bills, are about 
ready and may be brought in at any time, 
and the Military Academy Appropriation 
bill is on the calendar. 


A RICH COPPER STRIKE. 


Rush of Locators to the Lone Butte 
Country Follows.

HELENA, Mont., April 20.—County Clerk 
and Recorder Coad of Broadwater County, 
who arrived in Helena to-day says that his 
office has been very busy for several days 
recording mining claims filed by locators 
who have been iured to the Lone Butte 


country by reports of a rich copper strike 
made by some Butte parties. 

It appears that the Butte people had a 
bond on the Toston claim in the Lone 
Butte district, south of Radersburg, near 
the Dogtown Flats. At a depth of 160 feet 
the cross-cutting for the lead uncovered 
seventeen feet of copper ore, five feet of 
which is said to run as high as 21 per cent, 
in copper. 

The news of the strike spread as only 
such news can, and locators came from ail 
directions. About 200 claims have been 
located, and the ground around the Toston 
claim is said to be plastered with claims.

Wherever Wall Street men, big and 
little alike, were met yesterday, confi- 
dence in the maintenance of security 
market improvement was outspoken. The 
Stock Exchange record of last week has 
made deep impression; they were hes!i- 
tant, but became enthusiastic; profes- 
sional bears alone affect pessimism. 

The tenor of Saturday's Clearing House 
statement has especial effect. The fact 
that the West has again become a money 
lender here on a vast scale exerts influ- 
encé. Indeed, every current money mar- 
ket development helps sentiment. 

That the new confidence is pronounced 
and that it has something tangible for 
its foundation is amply testified to by the 
market position which the important 
commission houses of the Stock Ex- 
change are taking. They have not gen- 
erally been expectant of the improve- 
ment that shows; they, in fact, held back 
from participation in the improvement 
till the records of last week began to tes- 
tify so eloquently. They were doubtful 
of the loan market situation; they want- 
ed to wait to be absolutely sure of the 
crops; they apprehended that the Stand- 
ard Oil millions were opposed to better- 
ment; they suspected Mr. Morgan of 
readiness to postpone helpful plans; they 
didn’t like the Northern Securities case 
possibilities; they could recount a score 
of “arguments” against present activ- 
ity. Yet these commission brokers were 
only conservative. They were not bears, 
they were not disturbed; they actually 
recognized the extraordinary National 
prosperity—and they preferred really to 
be bulls. But they wanted to be 
Their hesitation opposition—it 
was just plain prudence. And for a time 
their attitude was influential upon the 
whole market situation; their views were 
accepted by their clients—by the public.

ON THE LONDON EXCHANGE. 

LONDON, April 20.—The barometer of 
the Stock Exchange fluctuated throughout 
the past week in response to every fresh 
rumor in connection with the peace nego- 
tiations, but actual business was com- 
paratively limited, the interest in the new 
loan overshadowing all other dealings. 

The immense oversubscription to the 
new issue of consols fairly indicates the 
strong conviction among the public of the 
actual proximity of peace, but the situa- 
tion is too complicated to encourage ex- 
tensive speculation. The most optimistic 
of the operators during the first part of 
the week proved also to be the most timor- 
ous. The whole list fell perceptibly upon 
Mr. Balfour’s announcement that a defi- 
nite settlement in South Africa had been 
postponed, in order to allow the Boer dele- 
gates time to interview the commandoes. 
Rands also slackened at the end of the 


week, without any assignable cause, and 
the whole mining section closed weaker. 

Home rails profited more than any other 
stock during the week; there was a gen- 
eral rise in quotations, and advances were 
well maintained. The outlook for Eng- 
lish railways is to-day decidedly more 
cheerful than it has been for six months 
past, 

American securities attracted consider- 
able attention during the week. There was 
not much trading, however, and this was 
partly owing to the fear of a corner in 
Louisville and Nashville. The announce- 
ment of Mr. Morgan’s participation in this 
deal removed some of the apprehensions of 
the arbitrage houses. There is a better out- 
look for American business this week. 

The money market expects an easier time 
for the next two months; there will cer- 
tainly not be any great lock- -up of Treasury 
funds for that period.

WILD HORSES REHEARSED 


“Buffalo Bill’s” Aggregation Put 
Through Trial Paces. 


New Herd’s First Appearance Under 
Electric Lights in Madison Square 
Garden—But One Accident. 


Whoever goes to see to-night's opening of 
Buffalo Bill’s Wild West Show in the Mad- 
ison Square Garden will witness something 
entirely novel. Instead of well-trained 
horses to do the many tricks and turns, 
there will be more than 200 comparatively 
wild animals, horses secured from various 
parts of the country within the last two 
or three months, and trained at Bridgeport, 
Conn., in three weeks by cowboys, Indians, 
and soldiers of the United States Army. 

There was a rehearsal in the Garden last 
night. Col. Cody, (Buffalo Bill,) Nate Sals- 
bury, his partner, and Major Burke, mane 
ager of the show, watched their new ev- 


veriment intently to see how the new 
10rses would behave during their first ex- 
perience under thousands of electric lights. 
The result of the test seemed marvelous to 
all who saw it. That the animals were in 
good shape for a public exhibition was evi- 
dent. How they were whipped into form 
was what puzzled the uninitiated spectator, 
who had to be content with the explanation 
given by the officials of the show. 

“Simply a case of the rider’s superior- 
ity,’ said Major Burke. ‘“‘ We bought them 
from all over the United States, and three 
weeks ago our men began to ride them.” 

All the trained horses of the show, with 
very few exceptions, were killed last year 
in the railroad accident that overtook the 
show near Charlotte, N. C. One of those 
which was saved was ‘“‘ Duke,’* Col. Cody's 
own pet. This animal, a fine sorrel, was 
ridden in the first part of last night’s re- 
hearsal by its owner, and in the last half 
of the performance he appeared on @ new 
mare, coal black, with white feet. The 
Colonel shows that he is aging even more 
than he did last year. He wears heavy 
glasses and does not move around with the 
alacrity of former years. In directing the 
manoeuvres he wore an ordinary sack suit 
and smoked a cigar, but the rest of the 
riders were in the regular uniforms they 
will use to-night. 

The wildness of the new horses was most 
evident in the act where soldiers of the 
Fifth and Sixth Cavalry first made their 
mounts lie down on the tanbark and 
then did elaborate hurdling tricks. They 
entered the arena in fours and then formed 
a circle. All the horses except two lay 
down easily, but those two were still re- 
fractory. One of them had to be coaxed 
fully five minutes before its rider at last 
succeeded in bringing it to the ground. 

There is no doubt that the exhibition 
of riding is more interesting with the wild 
mounts than with thoroughly trained ones. 
In the hurdling where a single cavalryman, 
astride of two or three or even four horses, 
had to take his charges over’ a rail two 
feet high, there was one accident that re- 
sulted in a badly bruised ankle for the sol- 
dier. The horses, four in number this time, 
refused to jump at the proper time, and 
the rider was thrown from his bareback 
mount so that his right foot struck the 
hurdle. He was incapacitated for the rest 
of the evening, but it was said that he 
would be all right by to-night. 

In the opening and final displays, where 
all the horses were on the tanbark at the 
same time, the way the lines were formed 
Was wonderful, although even a casual 
observer could tell that the animals were 
not used to the scene. There was not the 
Same regularity that has been evident in 
former appearances of the show, and oc- 
casionally a rider would be almost thrown 
to the ground by a rébellious mount. 
Among the riders were German soldiers, 
negro cavalrymen from the Ninth, artil- 
lerymen from the Fifth, Arabs, Mexicans, 
cowboys, Western girls, Indians, Cossacks, 
and men who fought under Baden-Powell 
in South Africa. . 

Most of the performers are ex-soldiers, 
though many are working for Col. Cody 
while. on furlough. Before the Spanish- 
American war he had regular details from 
the army, but that event caused him to 
have to change his methods, and ever since 
he has had to keep watch for men who 
would be at liberty during the season he 
wanted to employ them. 

The training of the horses at Bridgeport 
has been done in daylight. The rehearsal 
was under as many lights as the Garden 
has, and with additional brilliant flashlights 
directed down into the arena in front of 
the horses’ noses. In order to make the 
test as severe as possible, one of the latter 
was thrown straight ahead of a northerly 
hurdle, so that the animals had it right in 
their eyés when they started to jump. This 
was what caused the accident to the rider. 
Over and over the jumping tests were re- 
peated, and at least a dozen times the 
horses absolutely refused to take the hur- 
dles, swerving to the side and doing their 
worst to throw off the cavalrymen, who 
stuck to them as if they had been glued on. 

Col. Cody would not allow the “ buckers ” 
to show off. He said that he “half ex- 
pected some accident”’’ in that act, and 
that he * would rather not risk his men’s 
legs just for a rehearsal.’’ Nor were any 
of the animals tried with the music and 
firing of guns because the authorities 
wouldn't relax the Sunday laws even for 
Buffalo Bill's practicing. There is no tell- 
ing what the horses will do to-night, with 
a band of horns resounding in their ears 
and a continuous fusilade of rifles and 
pistols all around them, not to mention the 
noise of thousands of people in the boxes 
and seats. 

The buckers have been left untratned 
purposely. One of the faults of the show's 
old animais was that the buckers in that 
collection grew to know what they were 
expected to do, and the riders did not have 
as good a chance to do fine work as they 
will with the new mounts to-night. 

After the horses had been tested at the 
rehearsal, there was a preliminary trial of 
the feature scene of the show, the siege of 
San Juan Hill by Rough Riders. A repre- 
sentation of the hill is built at the east 
end of the Garden, with a —- block- 
house on top. The Rough Riders act just 
as they did in the real battle, and finally 
capture the Spanish intrenchments. The 
man who leads the attack is the same who 
fired the first shot at La Guasimas, Tom 
Isabel. He was wounded seven times in the 
fight around San Juan, as Col. Roosevelt 
has testified. All his comrades in the stage 
imitation of the battle are genuine Rough 
Riders, who participated in the “real 
thing,”’ and two of them are made up to 
look like Gen. Joseph Wheeler and Col. 
Roosevelt. 

The parade of the show through the 
streets, led by Col. Cody, will start from 
the Garden at 9:30 o'clock this morning. 
Its route will be as follows: Twenty-sixth 
Street to Lexington Avenue, to Sixtieth 
Street, to Fifth Avenue, to Waverley Place, 
to Grove Street, to Hudson Street, to Eighth 
Avenue, to Twenty-sixth Street, and back 
to the garden. 


GOT A FAST HORSE BY TRICK. 


Telephoned to Owner’s Stable and Ther 
Sold the Valuable Animal. 

Capt. Henry Hoffman of 83 Linden Ave- 
nue, Flatbush, a well-known horseman, is 
the owner of a number of speedy horses, 
familiar to drivers on the Ocean Parkway, 
On Saturday afternoon while he was away 
from home, there was a call on the tele- 
phone in the house. Mrs. Hoffman an- 
swered the call. 

“This is Bader’s road house, down the 
Boulevard,’ said a voice over the wire. 
“Capt. Hoffman is busy down here, and 
he asked me to tell you to have Louis bring 
Fixture down.” 

“Louis’’ is the man in charge of the 
Captain's stable, and ‘‘ Fixture’’ is a fast 
trotter. Suspecting nothing wrong, Mrs. 
Hoffman ordered him to harness Fixture 
to a fancy road cart and drive the horse 
down to Bader’s. As Louis was nearing 
the road house, he was stopped by a well- 
dressed young man. 

“You are Capt. Hoffman’s man, are you 
not?"’ asked the stranger. ‘“ Well, the 
Captain couldn’{ wait any longer for you 
at Bader’s, and ‘he has gone down to the 
island. He asked me to wait here for you 
and then drive Fixture down after him.” 

The man’s manner deceived Louis and 
he turned the horse and rig over to him. 


Louis boarded a car to return home, while 
the stranger drove away down the Boule- 
vard. After —s a short distance he 
icked up another young man and the horse 
was turned about and headed for Williams- 


burg. 

Early that evening two young men in a 
fancy road cart, drawn by a speedy looki 
horse, drove into the sales e of Manue' 
Newman's Son, at 314 Ruttedge Street. 


Williamsburg, and offered to selr the out- 
fit. After some haggling the horse, cart, 
and a fur robe, Worth in all about $2,000, 
were sold for $i50. 

While this was taking place in Williams- 
burg, Capt. Hoffman arrived at his home 
in Flatbush for dinner. Mrs. Hoffman was 
surprised when she saw that he did not 
have the horse with him. 

“Why, what's become of Fixture?” she 


“ Fixture?"’ returned the Captain, puz- 
=. “Why, he’s out in the stable, isn't 

e?7” 

‘Weren't you at Bader's this afternoon, 
and didn’t you telephone to have Fixture 
brought down there by Louls?”’ 

“T haven't been down to Bader's all 
day,”’ said the Captain; “I've been over in 
Jersey City.” 

Then the Captain learned all about the 
trick that had been played, and he hurried 
out and around to the Flatbush Police Sta- 
tion to report the matter. After working 
all night and yesterday morning on the 
case, Capt. Knipe and Detectives Scanlon 
and Carroll located the horse and rig. 
Later they arrested two young men who 
described themselves as James F. Nealis, 
nineteen years old, of 345 Keap Street, and 
Harry B. Hays, twenty-four years old, of 
343 Keap Street. Nealis said that he was 
a clerk, and Hayes gave his occupation as 
that of a traveling salesman. They were 
locked up in the Flatbush Station. 


AGAINST VANDERBILT OFFER. 


Staten Island Politicians Object to Plan 


of Erecting a Borough Building. 

The offer of George Vanderbilt to erect 
at Stapleton, on or near the site of the 
Vanderbilt homestead, as the city may 
elect, a building suitable for borough pur- 
poses and on plans to be drawn by the 
city, is meeting with considerable opposi- 
tion. Mr. Vanderbilt proposes that the 
city eventually buy the building on what 
are said to be most favorable terms. 

The business men of Stapleton and the 


residents of that part of the borough, as j 


well as those from there to Tottenville, look 
favorably on the scheme. The residents of 
the North Shore want the municipal build- 
ing at St. George. The politicians of both 
parties are also said to oppose Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s offer being accepted. Mr. Vander- 
bilt estimates he can erect the structure 
within a year, and at 25 per cent. less in 
cost than the city could do it. With the 
city putting up the building, the erection 
could be made to extend over a couple of 
years without trouble, and there would be 
considerable patronage in an indirect way. 
The politicians do not like this feature of 
the offer. 

Those who favor the city accepting Mr. 
Vanderbilt's offer propose to call a mass 
meeting to prod the politicians into ac- 
cepting it. ere are many who recall the 
fact that once before a Vanderbilt offer to 
Staten Island was rejected and from plan- 
ning big improvements on the islan 
Vanderbilts dropped the island and al- 
lowed their extensive real estate holdings 
to lie idle. Something like thirty yeare ago 
William 
handsome library to be known as the Van- 
derbilt Memorial Library. There 
trouble over accepting the gift and it was 
withdrawn. -From that time on the Van- 
derbilts did nothing with their estates un- 
til within a year or so, when George Van- 
derbilt began extensive building opera- 
tions. He recetnly offered the Staten Isl- 
and Rapid Transit Railroad to move its 
Clifton station from its present dingy site 
at the entrance to the yards to a point 
opposite Vanderbilt Avenue, a few hun- 
dred feet away, and lay out a park about 
it. This matter is, still unsettled. The 
Clifton station will be the station nearest 
the villas which he is erecting. 


GIRL’S MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


Fatal Sickness Followed Bicycle Ride 
with a Man During Which She 
Drank Birch Beer. 


PATERSON, N. J., April 20.—A nineteen- 
year-old girl who was known as Mary Etta 
Odell, but who is said to be Mary Etta 
Schippe, died yesterday at Wanakue under 
circumstances which to-day caused Coun- 
ty Physician McBride to perform an au- 
topsy on the boay and to take from it the 
stomach and other organs that may show 
signs of poison. Dr. McBride refuses to talk 
about the case, saying that the autopsy is 
not complete until the tests of the contents 
of the organs extracted have been made. 

The girl's father lives near Macopin, 
Morris County. He is a farmer. The girl 


had for some months been working in @ 
silk throwing mill at Pompton Lakes. She 
boarded in Wanakue Village, and rode 
back and forth daily on a bicycle when the 
weather permitted. On Friday evening she 
went out on her bicycle. She was seen by 
several persons riding. about ‘with a young 
man unknown to them. She reached her 
boarding house again at 10 o'clock and went 
to her room. About midnight groans were 
heard, and she was found lying on the 
floor suffering great agony. Dr. Shippee 
was called and treated the girl for pto- 
maine poisoning. He made inquiry as to 
what she had eaten, but nothing she took 
in the house appeared to be open to sus- 
picion, others having partaken of the food 
without ill effects. 

The girl obtained relicf and was ques- 
tioned about her movements during the 
evening. She said she met a young man 
while out wheeling and had ridden about 
with him for over an hour, and that they 
visited a road house and had birch beer, 
which tasted bitter. She repeatedly de- 
clared she did not know what the young 
man’s name was or where he came from. 
She did not say what road house she vis- 
ited, and as she was thought to be out of 
danger she was not closely questioned. 

In the morning, soon after daylight, the 
girl was taken with a sudden sinkin spell 
and when the doctor was again able to 
reach. the house was in a comatose condi- 
tion, and she remained so to the end. Dr. 
Shippee notified Dr. McBride, and_ sealed 
up Y e room until the arrival of that of- 
ficial. 


COGGESHALL TO RUN | AGAIN. 


Ex-State Senator, Who Was Turned 
Down in 1900, a Candidate. 
Ex-State Senator Henry J. Coggeshall 
has announced that he is a candidate for 
election to the State Senate from the 
Thirty-fourth Senatorial District. After 
representing the Oneida district in the State 
Senate continuously for eighteen years, he 


was turned down in the Republican County 
Convention at Rome on Aug. 9, 1900, after 
an interesting political contest. Garry A. 
Willard of Booneville, ex-County Clerk, who 
was backed by Congressman Sherman, was 
nominated on the third ballot. 

Senator Coggeshall was reported to have 
incurred the opposition of Senator Platt. It 
was said, however, that Senator Cogge- 
shall might have been renominated and 
re-elected, had he cared to make the fight. 
When Senator, and although a stanch Re- 
publican, he had some bitter disputes with 
the organization leaders, and for many 
periods he acted independently. The Demo- 
crats again and again attempted to beat 
him by putting up théir best men, but he 
defeated them, 

Finally, in 1896, the leaders of the Re- 
publican organization went back on Cogge- 
shall. They told him he could not be re- 
nominated again. He made a tour of the 
district, hunting for delegates. When the 
convention was held, some of his delegates 


were thrown out. Thereupon Coggeshall 


arose and called upon all his supporters to. 


follow him, and nearly one-half the dele- 
gates left the hall. The bolters held their 
own convention and renominated Cogge- 
shall against the candidate of the regular 
convention. Subsequently the Democrats 
indorsed him. Then came a hard cam- 
paign. Coggeshall at the time called it ‘a 
campaign of boodle, vituperation, villifica- 
tion, and abuse."” He made a vigorous 
campaign of the district, and when the 
votes were counted he had about 5,000 ma- 
jority.

INTER-STATE TRADE BILL 


Merchants’ Association Urges the 
Corliss-Nelson Measure. 


Letter Sent to Congress Asking that 
the Commission Be Empowered to 


Enforce Its Decisions. 


The Merchants’ Association of New York, 
through its representative, William R. Cor- 
wine, has indorsed the bill now pending In 
Congress, known as the Corliss-Nelson oul. 
and urges the Committee on Inter-State 
and Foreign Commerce of the House of 
Representatives to report it favorably and 
advocate its passage. The statement of its 
reasons, which the association has sent to 
Congress in support of the measure, is, in 
part, as follows: 

“Decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, in some of the cases which 
have come before it on appeal from de- 
cisions which have been made by the com- 
mission, have shown fo the public that, 
under the act creating the commission, 
powers which were believed to have been 
vested in that body were not vested therein, 
This commission, therefore, has no means 
by which it can enforce its decisions, and 
its decisions, ‘therefore, are of no practical 
effect, either upon the shippers or car- 
riers, 

“It was generally understood at the time 
the commission was created, that the 
United States, through the properly con- 
stituted legislative body, had reached the 
conclusion that the period had 
when there should be some body

W® do not look 
upon the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion strictly as a judicial body, but rather 
as a legislative body. Take, for instance,

States. That branch of the Government has 
charge of the important subject of cus- 
toms. The decision of the Treasury De- 
partment in disputed customs cases holds 
g00d not only as it affects the person 
against whom it is rendered, but against 
all persons or firms tO whom it might be 
applied in the course of their business. 
“It hag.also been said that this bill has 
been critietsed severely by the transporta- 
tion interests, because it does not permit 
the organization of railWay associations. 
So far as this assoctation’is concerned, it 
does not insist that railway associations 
should not be formed, provided they are 
organized and conducted under the super- 
vision of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 


mission.”

Mr. Griscom, in the interview which we 
publish this morning, gives more in de- 
tail the same explanation of the methods 
and purposes of the new steamship com- 
bination that was given by Mr. PERKINS 
of J. P. Morcan & Co. Mr. CRAMP at 
the same time puts forward in Washing- 
ton a plea for the moribund Ship Subsidy 
bill, and this amazing plea is practically 
indorsed by Mr. GRISCOM. 

The substance of it is that the cost of’ 
building and running ships under the 
American flag 1s so much greater than 
under a foreign flag that Congress must 
pay money out of the taxes to compen- 
sate for that difference. Well, it will be 
seen by Mr. Griscom’s statement that 
the ships already in existence have been 
run extravagantly and that the new ar- 
rangement is expected to effect large 
savings. Suppose that the combination 
had been deferred until the Subsidy bill 
had passed, how sincere and how decent 
would have been the claim of those now 
engaged in it, that only out of the Treas- 
ury and the taxpayers’ could 
they possibly hope to make any profit in 
their traffic? Undoubtedly it is practica- 
ble also t0 make great economies in the 
building of ships, but it will not be done 
if it is rendered unnecessary by. gifts 
of public money. That is all there is in 
the subsidy scheme, and it will take 
smarter men than Messrs. Griscom and 
CRAMP, able as they are, to persuade the 
‘American people to yield to their “ stur- 
dy begging.”

THE CENTRAL RAILROAD PLANS. 

We suppose that Senator DEPEW has 
reason to be fairly satisfied with the re- 
sult of his visit to the Governor last 
week. The Governor has found it neces- 
sary to withhold his approval from the 
Bedell bill, which the Central Railroad 
most especially desired, but on the other 
hand, he has also vetoed the bill which 
fixed a time within which the company 
was required to change its motive power 
in the Park Avenue tunrel. That leaves 
the company in a position where it can 
do as much or 4s little as it really wishes, 
with practically no interference from any 
one in authority. 

The Governor rebukes rather tartly 
and not without justice the city authori- 
ties for not having submitted a plan that 
could have been carried out without dan- 
ger to the city and without injustice to 
the railroad company. But'the sting of 
the rebuke is dulled by the fact that un- 
der the amendment to the Rapid Transit 
act secured for the plans of the Penn- 
sylvania Company, the Central could, if 
it chose, proceed to make all the changes 
needed within the city limits. The only 
practical difference that we can per- 
ceive in its actual situation and that 
which would have resulted from the pas- 
sage of the Bedell bill is that the com- 
pany will have to submit to a readjust- 
ment of its terms of compensation at in- 
tervals of twenty-five years. As that is 
a condition which the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany was entirely willing to accept, and, 
indeed, regarded as wise for itself as 
well as for the city, it would seem that 
the Central could follow the example of 
its great rival. 

We should say, in fact, that the Cen- 
tral could not afford to do less than that. 
It must be evident to its managers that 
it no longer occupies the position of ex- 
clusive superiority it once held. When 
the Pennsylvania Company shall have 
carried out the extensive and advanta- 
geous project that jt has in hand, the 
Central cannot boast in all its advertise- 
ments, as it so long has boasted, that it 
is the only trunk line entering the City 
of New York. Its rival not only will en- 
ter the city, but will traverse it, will 
have very extensive freight and passen- 
ger facilities on both sides-of the Kast 
River, and will have close and easy con- 
nection with the Eastern States, to say 
nothing of the unrivaled plant it will 
have for handling transoceanic traffic 
both in New Jersey and on the eastern 
shores of the harbor. These are advan- 
tages that the Central cannot meet with 
the wretched system it hag in the tunnel. 
They are preparations for an immense 
increase of traffic for the Pennsylvania 
Company. The Central, so far from pre- 
paring to handle like increase, will, if it 
sticks to its present antiquated scheme, 
be unable to handle that which it has 
already. 

It is an accepted maxim in railroad 
management that the road or system of 
roads that does not advance is bound to 
go backward, relatively to other roads if 
not absolutely. There is no such thing in 
these times as standing still. The choice 
pretty clearly lies with the Central 
whether it will advance or not. It can 
deal honestly and fairly with the city 
authorities under the amended Rapid 
Transit act and secure all that it needs 
See the preqent with entire certainty thet 
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it can get any amendment really required 
next year. By the manifestation of the 


same spirit that has been shown by the: 


Pennsylvania Company it can so win the 
confidence of the public that nb reason- 
able request will be denied to it. But it 
is only in this way that it can hope to 
achieve its ends. The stubborn and nar- 
row and obstructive policy ft has so far 
pursued will be fatal to prosperity and 
what it throws away there will be others 
to gather up. 


DRIVING IN THE WEDGE. 
The most significant feature of the 


“votes on the Cuban bill in the House on

It will be noted that all but a half 
dozen of these Republicans come from 
the West.

As this has been from 
the start of the anti-tariff movement 
ten years ago the crucial point at which 
all protectionists rallied to the support 
of the favored interests, the vote reveals 
a decided change of sentiment. For the 
first time in the history of the movement 
the Sugar Trust encounters a solid Dem- 
ocratic adverse vote, reinforced by a sub- 
stantial Republican vote. 

Undoubtedly it will not do to count 
this as a conclusive and permanent 
aligning of the opposition to the Sugar 
Trust and to the odious form of protec- 
tionism for which it contends and by 
which it has so richly profited. Some of 
the votes cast on Friday were aimed at 
the harsh and unscrupulous: Republican 
machine which has ruled the majority 
with a rod of iron, (or of protected steel.) 
Some of them might not have been cast 
had it been certain that the measure 
would become a law. And it might have 
been possible for the trust to overcome 
some of the opposition if it had been 
supposed that it would take this form 
and if there had been time for opera- 
tions such as will promptly be under- 
taken in the Senate. But the fact re- 
mains that, on a total vote of 301, 137 
Democrats and 32 Republicans, not open- 
ly allied with the beet-sugar interest, 
were found for cutting the differential 
at the expense of the Sugar Trust. This 
is an absolutely unprecedented showing. 
Even when the Democrats had a ma- 
jority in both -houses of Congress no 
such solid Democratic vote could be ral- 
lied against the trust, and hardly a Re- 
publican dared to say his soul was his 
own if the trust claimed it. The strict 
and tyrannical Republican machine has 
met with a crushing defeat. It has met 
with that defeat in its attempt to pre- 
vent any attack on the tariff and_to 
limit the action of the House to the Cuban 
matter, keeping that matter solely with- 
in the party lines. Unquestionably the 
defeat leaves the protectionists in the 
Republican Party demoralized and face 
to face with a united Democratic Party 
in the House. The edge of the wedge of 
tariff reform has found its entrance, and 
it may be driven far.

“ ADVENTURERS ” IN WALL STREET. 

A writer in The Evening Post a few 
days since took the view of recent occur- 
rences in the stock market that they 
were practically a revival of the condi- 
tions of the days of Fisk and Govu.p, 
and that the “‘adventurers” of these 
days are of the same sort 4s those of the 
seventies. 

Possibly. The character of adventurers 
does not change with time, It was much 
the same in the days of Joun Law, and 
not very different in the days when, ac- 
cording to WASHINGTON, the speculators 
in beef threatened the cause of liberty in 
the Revolution. But the conditions which 
give to this class their opportunity sure- 
ly ought to have changed, and changed 
in a way to secure legitimate interests 
greater repose and certainty. Undoubt- 
edly they haye changed in that direction, 
but the experience of the past fortnight 
indicates that there is something—in- 
deed, a good deal—still to be desired. 

We are not called upon to give an in- 
telligible account of the motives of the 
men who created so much excitement in 
the Street and set the gamblers, big and 


little, wild with guessing as to what was, 


‘te come next. ‘There have been pub- 
lished a variety of stories in detail as to 
‘what they were doing, intending to do, 


or hed failed to do, and the degree to. 
which & } at 7 ets were aft et d by. 
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far these operations were in themselves 
gambling and how far they may have 
been reasonably related to sound business 
it is not for us to say. But if the gener- 
ally accepted theory, the one that elicited 
the comments of the writer in The Post, 
be correct, then we think that it may 
be said that these ‘“‘ adventurers” have 
performed a real publig service. It is 
not likely that they were actuated by 
benevolence, or that they were prepared 
to suffer loss or incur great risk, in order 
that the conditions existing in certain 
railway properties should be clearly ex- 
posed, and those responsible for them be 
taught a lesson. But unquestionably 
this was the effect of their action. 

The evolution of the organization and 
administration of railroads in this coun- 
try has certainly been remarkable in the 
last thirty years, and it would not now 
be possible, we are confident, to repeat 
the adventures of Messrs. GouLp and 
Fisk and their unsavory gang on the 
scale that they practiced. But it is still 
possible to make a good deal of disturb- 
ance and not a little distress. It is plain 
that the control of properties which are 
in themselves valuable must be stronger 


| than it has been if this sort of trouble is 


to be avoided. Another source of stabil- 
ity must also be cultivated. Properties 
that are to be steady and safe must be 
managed in such a way as to make the 
shareholders more interested in the prop- 
erties than in the course of the stock 
market. This is a matter of time, and 
one has only to compare the state of 
things now with that of even. twenty 
years since to see that progress has been 
made. The game played in the past two 
weeks is but a reminder that there is 
room for improvement, which the con- 
servative and substantial minds of the 
railway world will not ignore.

It is not easy to imagine any greater 
loss to American letters at the present 
moment than is inflicted by the sudden 
death of Mr. Most of our 
readers, and not a few of those who knew 
the man as well as the writer, will be 
surprised to learn that he was in his 
siXty-ninth year, so fresh and buoyant 
had been the bearing, the talk, and the 
work of the immediate past. 

StockTon has long been accepted as 
representing with singular completeness 
and charm what we like to think and are 
justified in thinking is American humor. 
It is not lightly to be defined and it is 
not at all to be mistaken. Its fortune 
lies in the ear of the hearer, but not 
solely in American ears, for STOCKTON’s 
writing not only found warm appreeia- 
tion in England and wherever English is 
spoken, but it bore with great success 
the severe test of translation, and of 
translation into more than one language. 
One trait it had, which he himself ac- 
knowledged—great simplicity and con- 
sistency of characterization. The secret 
of its subtle and constant and persuasive 
efficacy lies in the wonderful conception 
of the situation in_which the characters 
were evolved. Again, there was not a 
touch of contempt in STocKToNn’s work. 
He was not a satirist. Still less was he 
a jester. He neither sought to destroy 
nor to teach, and he was as void of the 
tiresome vanity of the _ professional 
humorist as a child. His fun was pure 
fun. It gave no sting, it left no bitter 
taste. Manly it was, and wholesome, and 
gentle, and loving, as was the author. 
Multitudes will mourn his departure, and 
those will mourn most who knew best the 
brave, kind, loyal man.

There is at this time a great activity 
in nearly all parts of the country in the 
construction of -open-hearth steel fur- 
naces, and as no new Bessemer works 
are building, it may be assumed that 
this branch of the steel industry has 
reached its maximum. The enormous 
production of steel ingots in 1901 is like- 
ly to be very much increased through 
1902 by the completion of plants now 
building and the remodeling of those al- 
peady productive. Very likely the total 
steel production of the United States this 
year will reach or closely approximate 
15,000,000 tons; and the fact that con- 
siderable importations of foreign steel 
are now necessary shows the enormous 
consumptive capacity of the country un- 
der present conditions.

were twenty-six crematoriums in opera- 
tion. As the burials in the United States 
exceed a-millfon a year, it will be seen 
that the proportion of those annually 
dying who are incinerated is very small. 
That it will steadily increase as the dif- 
ficulty of finding cemetery accommoda- 
tions convenient to the cities and large 
towns increases is to be expected. That 
it no longer shocks the public sense and 
that a preference for it over burial does 
not now class the one expressing it as a 
“crank’”’ and a moral outlaw are evi- 
Geniees of a more intelligent conception 
of its great hygienic advantages and a 
weakening of the unreasoning prejudice 
which opposed its introduction into 
“civilized " communities. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— Dr. GEORGE A. SOPER contributes to 
the current number of The Medical News 
an article on “ The Sanitary Condition of 
Street Cars in’ New York” that deserves 
attention from others than the doctors who 
alone are likely to see it there. The writer 
declares that the overcrowding of our 
public conveyances has results far more 
serious than the immediate physical dis- 
comfort about which so much complaint 
is made—results with which even the list 
of victims killed outright under the wheels 
of the cars is a mere trifle. The over- 
crowding, because of the fact that the pro- 
visions made for ventilation are grotesque- 
ly inadequate, and, such as they are, not 
intelligently used, involves the breathing 
of highly vitiated air for considerable 
periods of tlme by multitudes of people who 
are, especially at night when wearied by 
the day's work, in the worst of conditions 
for resisting the assorted infections with 
which that air is heavily laden. The ele- 
vated cars, Dr. SopEeR says, are less sani- 
tary than the surface cars, since they are 
larger and their doors are less often opened, 
while he denies that the electric cars are 
any improvement, from the medicai point 
of view, upon their smaller and slower 
predecessors. The consequence, in his 
opinion, is a considerable and wholly un- 
necessary increase Of the city’s death rate 
from many diseases besides smallpox. The 
most disquieting part of the article, how- 
ever, Is that devoted to the assumption that 
the air in our subway will be fit to breathe 
simply because coal-burning locomotives will 
be absent. Dr. Soper questions the truth 
of this aSsumption, and insists that unless 
a somewhat elaborate and expensive sys- 
tem of ventilating fans is installed—of 
which there has been no suggestion from 
any source—the public’s expectation of 
safety and comfort in the subway is going 
to be deceived. There may be some of 
the specialist's exaggeration in this, but 
the facts and figures presented by Dr. 
SopeER are decidedly impressive, and the 
problems’ he formulates are _ certainly 
worthy of expert discussion. 


Even the fiercest of Republicans need 
not hesitate to see something rpmarkable 
and noteworthy in the fact that Prince 
HENRY of Prussia has taken the trouble to 
cable, or have cabled, over here his con- 
gratulations to the daughter of a Police 
Captain on her marriage to a Roundsman. 
Of course, Princes are men like other men, 
but their position is not like that of the 
vast majority of their fellow-creatures, and, 
however ridiculous and antiquated we may 
consider the reasons for the difference, it 
exists, and, in the case of Princes like this 
one, it is so very large that ordinary little 
human kindnesses and courtesies coming 
from him to places far outside of his social 
sphere gain a significance and an import- 
ance which they, lack when performed by 
persons to whom the accident of birth has 
been less fantastically partial. Cynics may 
say, and with at least a show of credibil- 
ity, that in sending these congratulations 
Prince Henry is simply carrying out the 
policy of which his recent visit was the 
broad development, and that he is trying 
to make himself popular here for reasons 
of State and commerce. That, however, is 
to credit, or discredit, him with an almost 
supernatural amount of craft, and to do so 
is not at all necessary. It is much more 
probable that the Prince had no other ob- 
ject in mind than the expression of his per- 
sonal good-will toward the family of a man 
witk whom the chances of travel had 
brought him into’ pleasant and friendly re- 
lations. A similar act is reported from 
Philadelphia, where the Chairman of the 
medica] staff of the German Hospital has 
received a letter from the Prince’s physi- 
cian, stating that the Prince had read 
‘“‘with deep interest’ a history of that in- 
stitution which was presented to him, and 
that he had requested the writing of a 
letter expressing his wishes for its success. 
Princes who attend to little matters like 
these are pretty good fellows. 


——When Lord KELVIN speaks on a ques- 
tion of applied science his words have, per- 
haps, as great authority as those of any 
man alive. Himself an inventor of many 
machines of great practical value to com- 
merce and industry, he is much more than 
a theorizer, and when, on arriving here, he 
discussed wireless telegraphy with enthu- 
siasm and the achievements of Mr. SANTOs- 
DuMont with something very much Iike 
contempt, it meant a good deal in both 
cases. Of the young Brazilian he said: 
“ The airship of SANTos-DUMONT is a snare 
and a delusion. A balloon with a paddle is 
an old idea and can never be of any prac- 
tical use.” Now, “never” is a long time, 
and mistakes have been made before this, 
by men of considerable eminence, in de- 
claring what could and what could not be 
done, but in a matter like this one the opin- 
ion of Lord KELVIN its well-nigh conclusive, 
and it is particularly grateful to those of 
us who, with infinitely less qualifications 
than his for condemning as hopeless “ the 
balloon with a paddle,’’ have already vent- 
ured to do so—to the great wrath of that 
ambitious youth and of those whom his 
short and usually disastrous trips through 
the air on carefully selected days have led 
to take his claims for serious consideration 
at their face value. As an addition to the 
shows at Coney Island, or as a “ feature”’ 
at a great ‘fair, he does well enough, but 
when he poses as the coming navigator of 
the air he ceases to be amusing and be- 
comes a nuisance. Few things are certain 
in this world, but some things are, and 
many have a probability that for mortals 
amounts to certainty. That the airship of 
the future will not be a balloon and will 
not have a balloon connected with it is, if 
not a certainty, the next thing to it, and it 
is perfectly safe to dismiss without a hear- 
ing the would-be air navigator who still 
clings to what always has. been and always 
will be merely an interesting toy—that can 
be forced into a few limited uses when ex- 
treme danger can be ignored. 


—Following in the footsteps of his only 
illustrious predecessor, Commissioner 
Woopsury believes that an annual ~aracde 
of the members of the street-cleaning force 
is good both for their manners and their 
morals, and he doesn’t. purpose to abandon 
the ceremony at the demand of agitators 
who have shown the extent of their unintel- 
ligence by also demanding that the «ni- 
forms of the street cleaners be abolished.

FROM “CATCHING: COLD.” 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
“About these days”’ the thrifty owner of 
the flat building (whose name is legion,) 
becoming weary of paying coal bills, takes 
down his almanac and finds that it is time 
to’ cease furnishing heat to his numerous 
tenants, and, regardless of the tale the 
thermometer tells, he instructs his janitor 
accordingly, and the unfortunate tenant. 
whether infant, inwyalid, sick, infirm, old, 


without the right of appeal to any protect- 
‘ng authority, ‘has to fight unaided pneumo- 
nia, tonsilitis, weak heart, rhcumatism, and 
2 host of uther infirmities that result from 
dwelling. ccntinuously in a temperature 
ranging from 5 to 15 degrees below the com- 
fortable temperature of 70 degrees until the 
sun shall bring about the change that gives 
the relief required. 

As I have said, the flat tenant has no 
right of appeal to any authority for protec- 
tion. He is protected from “ catching” 
measles, scarlet fever, diphtheria, smallpox, 
&c. This protection is furnished promptly 
and efficiently, but he has no protection 
from ‘catching cold”’ in a poorly heated 
flat. Everybody knows that’ colds” lay 
the foundation for many troublesome and 
dangerous ailments, and so far as reasona- 
ble regulations can be enforced the tenant 
has as much right to protection from 
“catching cold’ as he has from the dis- 
eases that are rated as contagious. 

Considering this ag the tenant's reasona- 
ble conclusion he is certutnly not unreason- 
able in asking that this matter of house 
heating should be a part of the business of 
the Board:of Health, and that when his 
health is endangered by the greedy rapacity 
of his landlord he may call for protection 
and relief. »). C. DB

Cost of Trip to Charlestan Exposition. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is unfortunate for the success of New 
York Day at the Charleston Exposition that 
the published statements concerning the 
arrangements made for the trip have con- 
veyed an impression that the necessary cost 
would be $100. r 

As a matter of fact, the cost of a round- 
trip ticket good for eleven days, as adver- 
tised by the Atlantic Coast Line, is $16.50. 


Sleepers each way are $4.50, or $9 for the 
round trip. Allowing an equal sum for 
means en route gives a total of $34.50, to 
which it is only necessary to add hotel 
bills during the stay in Charleston, admis- 
sions to the grounds, and incidentals. For 
a stay of two days the first two of these 
items would not bring the necessary ex- 
pense of the entire trip above $50, leaving 
the matter of incidentals to be regulated by 
the individual. 

The Exposition is well worth visiting, but 
there are many persons who would be de- 
terred from taking the trip at a cost of 
$100—which appears to be the sum fixed by 
the committee in charge of the New York 
delegation—who would be glad to go if 
they were aware that half of that sum 
would cover the unavoidable expenses.

Dr. Parkhurst Against Quiddling 
Examination of Candidates. 


Conundrums Put to Some that Might 
Have Sunk the Twelve Apostles 
in the Sea of Galilee. 


The process by which candidates for the 
ministry of the Church are selected and 
tested as to their fitness was touched upon 
by the Rey. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst in 
his sermon yesterday morning at the Madi- 
son Square Presbyterian Church. 

He took as his text St. Mark, i. 16-18— 
the description of the selection of St. Peter 
and St. Andrew as Apostles, as they were 
fishing by the Sea of Galilee. 

Noting the lack of anything extraordinary 
in the scene the doctor said that neverthe- 
less ‘‘ Caesar and the Roman Empire would 
have held their breath could they have 
suspected what was going on there.” 

“It is easy to understand,” said Dr. 
Parkhurst, ‘‘that Jesus might select men 
without being exactly analytically cautious 
as to whom He was really making choice 
of. The object of this is to indicate the 
power there is in a great cause to qualify 
an adherent of the cause to become a com- 
petent champion of it—the champion ac- 
quiring his ability as a champion, not by 
doing a mass of small preliminary work in 
the way of preparation, but acquiring his 
ability as a champion by his own personal 
experiments at championship and by the 
quickening and enlargement that the splen- 
dor of the cause itself communicates to 
him.” 

Referring to the selection of Judas, Dr. 
Parkhurst said: 

*“‘Judas, of course, was a bad one; per- 
haps the shrewdest of the lot, the one 
possibly who, on what you might call a 


cut-and-dried examination, could have got- 
ten away with the honors and been marked 
one on the eligible list; but he failed as 
a champion of the new cause in spite of his 
smartness—and smartness is no important 
factor in such matters—he failed because 
he never came in such a way under the 
power of the Lord and under the inspira- 
tion of the superb purposes that it was 
the Lord’s aim to promote as to have that 
Lord and those purposes become the mate- 
a, of power and greatness inside his own 
soul, 


. ‘If that same style of sifting process that 


in our day is adopted in bringing men into 
the apostleship (which we call the min- 
istry) had been applied in those first Gali- 
lean days, it might have shut Judas out, 
but likely enough it would have shut Peter 
out and John and half of the rest of them. 

‘There is a big wide way of taking men 
into the ministry, and there is a quiddling, 
academic way of doing it. A man who 
has never so come under the inspiration of 
Christ and the Gospel as to receive a call 
to a pastorate, or as to be able to hold a 
congregation together after he has gotten 
a call, will propound conundrums to an in- 
tending candidate for holy orders, conun- 
drums that might have sunk the whole 
original twelve in the Sea of Galilee, and so 
bar ont of the pulpit men who,‘once in the

Dr. Parkhurst said that he did not wish 
to be understood as undervaluing modern 
training, but there was a tendency to re- 
gard the preliminary training too highly 
and to ignore the greater importance of the 
man sizing up to his mission by stress of 
the demands of his work. 


Dr. Grant, in 75th Anniversary Sermon, 
Says $250,000 Is Being Raised 
for Endowment. 

The Church of the Ascension, Fifth Ave- 
nue and Tenth Street, celebrated its seven- 
ty-fifth anniversary yesterday. At the 
morning service the Rev. Dr. Percy Stick- 
ney Grant, the rector, after retracing the 
history of the church, made an appeal for 
an endowment fund of $250,000, which, he 
said, would be sufficient to prevent the 
church ever being moved from its present 
location, no matter whether the resident 

population moved up town or not. 

Of this sum, the rector said, $126,000 had 
already been raised, and it was his hope 
to increase this sum to $150,000’ during the 
present anniversary week. To achieve the 
result he hoped that ten of the wealthier 
members of the congregation would give 
$1,000 each; and said that one member had 
already pledged himself to give $1,000. 

‘The Rev. Manton Eastburn, an English- 
man, who took the rectorship of the French 
Church of the St. Esprit, at the corner of 
Pine Street, east of Nassau Street, was the 
founder of the Church of the Ascension,” 
said the Rev. Dr. Grant, in reciting the 
chronology of the church, “ The church was 
adnftitted to the diocesan union in October, 
1827, and the cornerstone ,of the first 
Church of the Ascension was laid in Canal 
Streét by Bishop Hobart, on April 15, 1828. 
This church was destroyed by fire on June 
80, 1834. On Aug. 30, 1839, the present site 
of the church was chosen, and the corner- 
stone was laid by Bishop Onderdonk on 
March 19, 1540. 

“The Rey. Eastburn resigned to become 
rector of Trinity Church, Boston, in 1842, 
and the Rev. Gregory Thurston Bedell was 
instituted rector in March, 1843. Later the 
Rev. Mr. Bedell resigned and became As- 
sistant Bishop of Uhio. The Rev. John 
Cotton Smith became rector in December, 
1859. During his incumbency the Chapel 
of the Comforter was founded, and located 
in Abingdon Square. The next rector, E. 
Winchester Donald, served from April, 
1882, until. November, 1892. During his in- 
cumbency much money was raised for 
renovating and beautifying the church. 

‘The present incumbent assumed charge 
on Oct. 1, 189%. On Nov. 1, 1893, the church 
was made a free church. The Ascension 
Memorial Chapel became an independent 
parish in December, 1895. The Chapel of 
the-Comforter was installed in Its present? 
property in 1898." 

In the evening a neighborhood service 
was held, at which addresses were delivered 
by the Rev. Dr. William R. Huntington of 
Grace Church, the Rev. Dr. George Alex- 
ander of the University Place Presbyterian 
Church, and the Rev. Dr. Howard Duffield 
of the *“ Old First’ Presbyterian Church. 

In the course of his remarks Dr. Hunt- 
fngton declared that it was a good time for 


‘some of the wealthy people of the city to 


give to the Church in liberal form. “I 
don’t say that the city does not need fifty 
libraries,"’ said Dr. Huntington. ‘It does, 
But I do say that the city needs fifty more 
churches. he church is the greatest ad- 
vancer of social life in the world.’’ 

Both Dr. Alexander and Dr. Duffield de- 
clared that the Presbyterian and Episcopal 
churches were gradually growing into 
closer relation. and that the Church of the 
Ascension and the other churches in _ its 
néighborhood had a great future before 


them.

The total- number 
of bills printed, counting the amended and 
reprinted forms, made a grand total of 
8,102 in both. houses. Out of this mass, 
somewhat less than the number usually 
introduced, nearly half were selected in 
the Secretary's office as measures which 
might affect the interests of the city, and 
were sent to the various sub-committees 
for report. Of these, 98 were disapproved, 
including 37 bills in classes, such as those 
providing for the reinstatement of pvuiice- 
men and firemen, who had been-removed 
upon charges, and various private claim 
bills against the city. Of the bills disgp- 
proved by the committee, all but 20 failed 
of passage in the Legislature. Of these 20 
nearly all are still {n the hands of the 
Mayor or Governor. 

An illustration of the value of the work 
of the committee, says the report, is shown 
in its opposition to the Bedell Terminal 
bill. The elub is first on record in opposi- 
tion to a measure which since then has 
been repudiated by its sponsors.

‘ST.GEORGE’S DAY OBSERVED 


Patriotic Exercises at Church of 
St. John the Evangelist. 


Dr.. Warren Refutes the Charges of 
Cruelty Made Against British Sol- 


diers in the Boer War. 


*$t. George’s Day was celebrated with 
special exercises last evening at the Church 
of St. John the Evangelist, at West Elev- 
enth Street and Waverley Place. The church 
Was decorated with the flags and banners 
of the United States and Great Britain, and 
a big St. George's standard hung above 
the altar. The women of the choir wore 
colored waists, and carried out the general 
scheme of red, white, and blue. 

About 300 members of St. George’s Society 

nd of the lodges of the Sons of St. George 

nd of the Daughters of St. George were 
present wearing red roses as the badges 
of their British birth or descent. 

The Rev. Arthur B. Howard, rector of the 
church, conducted the services, and the 
Rev. Dr. E. Walpole Warren preached the 
sermon. Mr. Howard, after the prayer for 
the President of the United States, asked 
the blessing of God on “ our most gracious 
sovereign lord King Edward and his_con- 
sort, the Queen.’ As the Recessional Hymn 
the choir sang ‘‘ God Save the King.” 

One of the stained glass windows of the 
church shows a portrait of Queen Victoria, 
and during the sermon all the lights were 
lowered that a fime light in the street with- 
out might show up to those within the 
glories of the colored glass. 

Dr. Warren said that Englishmen anu 
Americans have but one common purpose, 
the liberty, independence, and fraternity 
of all men. The ideal of American insti- 
tutions, he declared, is grounded on the 
stock of British desires. 

“The character England has to-day in 
the heart of America,” he continued, “Is 
born of the knowledge of what the indi- 
vidual Englishman is and what he stands 
for. The greatest problem that confronts 
this country is how shall the fermenting 
crowd of immigration be treated? They 
come from the ranks of those who have but 
little reason to love their native lands, and 
it is the place of every naturalized citi- 
zen to teach them by example that loyalty 
to the flag of their nativé land is loyalty 
to the flag of their adoption.” 

Referring to the Boer war, Dr. War- 
ren said he had hoped to be able to an- 
nounce that peace had been proclaimed on 
terms sO magnanimous to the gallant van- 
quished that all bitterness and race feeling 
would be obliterated. 

“IT am still in hope,” he said, “that 
within a few days we shall learn of the 
settlement of this war, so disastrous to our 

Nant foes and so sorrowful! to ourselves. 

t me say one word of the gross misrep- 
resentations of the British soldier that 
have helped to protract this unhappy war. 
The British soldier is not the cruel ruffian 
those who have worked to prevent peace 
would make out, and the truth will soon 
be made manifest, and the sun of England's 
greatness will shine forth as ever, un- 
clouded by any accusation of unrighteous- 
ness of purpose. 

“As a matter of fact, the hardship of 
the war and much of its expense has been 
due to the loving treatment and care of 
the helpless dependents of our foes. If 
testimony of the truth of this statement is 
needed, we can refer the world to no less 
a witness than Paul Kruger, Oom Paul, 
who left his own wife to the care of the 
British lines, secure in the knowledge that 
she would be tenderly looked after while 
he was secure in the enjoyments of all the 
comforts of a hotel in Brussels. Peace 
will come in a short time, and the treat- 
ment accorded to the brave, if misguided, 
Boers will add to the many bright jewels 
earned by British honor that now grace 
the crown of the British Empire.” 

Dr. Warren concluded by declaring that 
in a very few years the prosperity of the 
South African lands would prove that Eng- 

_iand’s advance means, as it always has 
meant, the march of progress and liberty 
in the interests of the people and institu- 
tions concerned.

BELGIAN STRIKE CALLED OFF. 


BRUSSELS, April 20.—At a general coun- 
cil of the Labor Party, held here to-day, it 
was resolved that work by the strikers in 


all sections should be resumed. The council 
issued a manifesto to the workingmen to 
this effect this evening. 

The anticipated announcement by the 
Crown of the dissolution of Parliament has 
not yet been made. 

The papers here contain vivid descrip- 
tions of the riots which occurred at Lou- 
vain, near here, on Friday. 

The mob, which was returning from the 
station after meeting Socialist Deputies 
from Brussels, divided into two bands, one 
making for the residence of the President 
of the Chamber, M. Schollaert, and the 
other for that of the Minister of the In- 
terior, M. de Trooz. 

The first-mentioned mob was led by a 
man of gigantic stature, flourishing a 
butcher’s knife. After - breaking -through 
the ranks of one squad of the Civic Guard 
the mob found its way blocked in a narrow 
lane by another squad of the same organi- 
zation. An officer of the Guard ran for- 
ward and called upon the mob to halt, 
shouting that otherwise he would order his 
men to fire a volley. - 

The rioters disregarded this order. The 
officer was about to give the command to 
fire, when the gigantic leader of the rioters 
leaped forward and seized the officer's 
throat with his hands. He pinned the offi- 
cer against a wall, and leveled a pistol at 
his head. Another officer yelled the order 
to fire, and plunged a bayonet into the 
giant's breast. The foremost of the riotérs 
grasped the bayonets of the guards’ leveled 
rifles in their bare hands. The volley rang 
out. Several rioters were killed, and the 
remainder broke and fled. 

In the meantime the other band of rioters 
had a similar experience. In a collision be- 
tween the rioters and the guards a drum-

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FRANK R. STOCKTON DEAD 
Hemorrhage in the Brain Caused 
Fatal Paralysis. 


He Was Stricken at-.a Banquet Last 
Wednesday Night — His Literary 
Career Briefly Described. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—Frank R. 
Stockton, the well-known novelist, died 
suddenly here this morning. The cause of 
Mr. Stockton’s death was paralysis imme- 
diately resulting from a hemorrhage in the 
brain. He was a guest at the banquet held 
Wednesday night of the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences, when he was taken sud- 
denly and mysteriously sick. The ailment 
did not at that time appear to be serious, 
and for a while the sufferer seemed to be 
improving, but a change for the worse 
came this morning, and death occurred at 
11 o’clock. By his bedside when the end 
came were his wife, who was a Miss Tut- 
tle of Virginia, and her sister. He was 
sixty-eight years of age. The body will be 
taken to Philadelphia for interment. No 
further funeral arrangements have been 
made as yet. 

Mr. Stockton had spent the past Winter 
in New York, and had done very little 
literary work, preferring to rest. After a 
visit of nearly a month in Atlantic City he 
came to Washington so that he might at- 
tend the banquet of the Scientists, intend- 
ing then to go to his beautiful home in 
Charleston, West Va. 

Mr. Stockton wag. a Philadelphian by 
birth, and in early life was an engraver 
and draughtsman, but soon abandoned this 
occupation for journalism. Many years 
ago, however, he retired wholly from news- 
paper work, and devoted himself to litera- 
ture. His reputation as a story writer was 
world-wide. 


Frank Richard Stockton was one of the 
most original as well as one of the most 
popular of present-day American humor- 
ists, his fame resting chfefly on his short 
stories. Although it was not until 1879, 
when the author was forty-five years old, 
that he first attracted public attention by 
his “Rudder Grange” papers, which then 
appeared in Scribner’s, his reputation grew 
rapidly. His short stories attained great 
popularity, not only in this country, but 


also abroad, and some, notably ‘“‘ The Lady 
or the Tiger?’” have been translated into 
several languages. He worked differently 
from most authors, inasmuch as he never 
made.a note, carrying his new novel in his 
head, and letting the tory bulld itself for 
a period covering sométimes several years. 
Then, when he was ready, he would dictate 
it to his stenographer. he first draft was 
seldom revised. 

The story of his which attracted the most 
widespread interest was ees “ The 
Lady or the Tiger?’ The hero at the end 
of the story is left in the arena, and is 
about to open one of two doors, behind one 
of which is a tiger and behind the other a 
ee who loves the hero. Another girl in the 

alcony, who also loves him, and who 
knows the secret of the doors, signals him 
which one to open. The story ends at this 
interesting point. To an interviewer, who 
asked him to clear up the mystery. Mr. 
Stockton said: “I’m sure’ I would itke to 
tell you, but I can’t, because really I don’t 
know myself.’ 

‘Mr. Stockton came of a literary family, 
his father, William 5S. Stockton, havin 
been prominent as a Methodist writer an 
controversialist. His half-brother, the Rev. 
Thomas H. Stockton, was a_ noted pulpit 
orator; his brother, John D. Stockton, was 
a dramatist, poet, and critic, and his sister, 
Louise Stockton, is well known as a maga- 
zine writer. Frank was born in Philadel- 
phia in 1834, and wag. one of twelve chil- 
dren. He received his education in the 
Philadelphia public schools. He then 
learned wood engraving, but did not remain 
faithful to his art. e began to write 
verses when he was ten years old. It is 
ranted of him that he once sent a poem to 
the editor of a religious paper in Balti- 
more, who rejected it. oung Stockton 
was convinced that the editor was a very 
ignorant person. In order to test his theory 
he attached a fictitious name to one of 
Milton’s poems and sent it to the same 
editor, who promptly printed it. 

His first published cfforts were ‘“ The 
Ting-a-Ling Stories,’’ which were printed in 
The Riverside Magazine in 1869. wo years 
before he had joined the staff of The Phila- 
delphia Morning Post. The Scribners ac- 
cepted one of his stories in 1872, and that 
year he went to New York as editor of 
Hearth and Home. The following year 
he joined the staff of Scribner’s Monthly, 
but in the Autumn of the same year he be- 
came the assistant to Mrs. Mary Mapes 
Dodge on the new St. Nicholas. He retained 
this. position until 1880, when he resigned 
on account of poor health. He then went 
to live in the country, making his home 
near Morristown, N. J., in a picturesque 
mansion which he named The Holt. After- 
ward he made his home in the Shanandoah 
Valley, near Charlestown, West Va. 

He married in 1860 Miss Marian E. Tuttle 
of Amelia County, Va. He had no children. 
. He was a member of the Century and 
Authors’ Clubs in this city and a number-of 
clubs in New Jersey. His first club was an 
organization known as the Crazy Club, of 
which Stockton, then a boy, was unani- 
mously elected Grand Worthy Maniac. 

His published works are:

PRIVATE STOETZER GETS | 
HIS LAST COMMAND. 


Linguist, Musician, Soldier He Dies on 
Governors Island After Thirty 
Years in the Army. 

Wilhelm Stoetzer, linguist, musictan, and 
soldier of Prussia and America, died sud- 
denly in the hospital on Governors Island 
yesterday afternoon. He was about fifty- 
nine years old and, had he lived until the 
expiration of his last enlistment, would 
have been in the regular Army of the 

United States over thirty years. 

The career of Private Stoetzer, who had 
been alternately private, Corporal, Ser- 
geant, or artificer, forms an interesting 
chapter in the history of the men who com- 
pose-the rank and file of the regular estab- 
lishment. Born at Alistedt, Germany, of 
gentle parentage, he had the advantage of 
an education at Leipsic, where he made an 
enviable record; being especially proficient 
in the languages and mathematics. 

After leaving Leipsic he entered. the 


Prussian Army as a one-year volunteer, to 
serve in the war against France. He was 
assigned to the field artillery of the First 
Corps, the famous command of Crown 
Prince, afterward Emperor, Frederick, the 
father of the present Kaiser. His career 
in the Prussian service was an honorable 
one, as attested by his official discharge. 
Among the engagements he participated in 
were those of Metz, Worth, and Sedan. He 
also took part In the siege of Paris. 

The close of the Franco-Prussian war 
found Stoetzer greatly attached to the mil- 
itary calling, although not overenthusiastic 
with the way things were managed by the 
Generais of Prussia. Accordingly, after 
his discharge, he got together enough 
money to pay his passage across the At- 
lantic, and came to New York. Arriving 
at New York, he presented himself to the 
recruiting officers of the United States 
Army and asked to be enlisted. As he 
spoke excellent English, had a splen.\id 
figure, and was mentally and morally it 
for the service, he was accepted, avd as- 
signed to the Twelfth .Regular Infantry. 
He served for many years in that organiza- 
tion, and when discharged his papers bore 
the statement from his commanding officer 
that his service had been “honest and 
faithful.”” He immediately re-enlisted, and 
continued to do so at the end of each enlist- 
ment until his death.

MONUMENT TO GEN. ROSENBERG, 


HANOVER, April 20.—Empéror William,

unveiling here of a monument in honor of 
Gen, von Rosenberg, the commander of the 
Thirteenth Uhian Regiment during the war 
of 1870. Emperor William and Count von 
Waldersee made speeches at the banquet 
which followed the unveiling ceremony. 

The mony, vere speech was a eulogy of 
Gen. von Rosenberg. His Majesty said in 
part: 

“From his career we can write the epi- 
taph which should hold good for us for all 
time, namely, ‘With the goal in mind, 
every nerve strained.’ Let that be also 
the motto of our cavalry. The block of 
granite bears the features of the General 
stamped in bronze. Be it your care to cher- 
ish, foster, and crystallize that granite block 
of our army—the cavalry—so that whoever 
bites at it may lose his teeth.”
